cisco made a vigorous protest against the acceptance of Rickard s 
bid, declaring their bids were higher and should have been accepted. 


They asserted Rickard's bid had been virtually accepted in ad- 
ce and that others stood no chance of having their bids accepted. 
The final articles for the fight will be drawn up and signed in

SAN FRANCISCO, December 2.—The State Supreme Court 


sitting en bane sustained the validity of the Walker-Otis anti-bet- 
ting law when it refused today to issue a writ of habeas corpus for 
the discharge of Charles Brown, who was arrested November 22 at 
the Emeryville track for accepting a bet. 


The arrest was made under Section 337A of the Penal Code 


which makes betting a felony. Brown's attorneys immediately ap- 
pealed for a writ of habeas corpus which-was made returnable be- 


fore the Supreme Court in order that the validity of the act might 
be passed upon by the highest tribunal in the State. 


In denying the writ today the court said: "We see no reason 


to doubt the validity of the law."

Sir Since the Washington convention 
of 1907 It is notorious that President Z>- 
laya has almost continuously kept Central 
America In tension or turmoil, that he 
has repeatedly and flagrantly •violated the 
provisions of the convention and, by a 
baneful influence on Honduras, whoae 
neutrality the conventions were to assure, 
has sought to discredit these sacred in- 
ternational obligations to the great detri- 
ment of Coeta Rica, Salvador and Guate- 
mala whose governments meanwhile ap- 
pear to have been able patiently to strive 
for the loyal support of the engagement* 
so solemnly undertaken at Washington 
under the auspices of the United States 
and of Mexico 
It is equally a matter of common knowl- 
edge that uhder the regime of President 
Selaya republican institutions have ceased 
n Ntcaiagua to exist, except in name;

PRESENT DISTRIBUTION 


OF U. S. REGULAR TROOPS 


MENACE, SAYS DICKINSON 


Secretary of War Recommends the Reor- 


ganization of Army and Readjustment 


of Various Posts 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Comprehensive and complete re- 


organization of the army establishment of the United States is the 
principal recommendation contained in the annual report of Secre- 
tary of Wat Dickinson for the fiscal year ending June 30,1909, made 
public yesterday. More officers, closer co-operation with the milita 
of the various states and a general readjustment of the locations of 
the various army posts are some of the crying reforms urged upon 
the attention of Congress. The present distribution of the troops 
of the regular army, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, is not 
only illogical, but offers a serious menace. 


URGES CO-OPERATION. 


Co-operation of the regular army 


with the militia of the State* Is 
•trongly urged. The secretary out- 
lines a plan to accomplish this. He 
would have the 'country divided, Into 
a number of territorial and tactical 
districts, so that the mllltla may be 
conveniently combined with the reg 
ular troops stationed In those dis- 
tricts Into permanent brigades, divi- 
sions and corps for Instruction and 
tactical organization. 
In conjunction with the headquarters 


of these combination divisions, the re- 
port advocates the establishment of sup- 
ply depots, which can be drawn upon 
for the equipment of an army In time 
of need. At such depots suDDlles would 
be carried sufficient to outfit any ad- 
ditional volunteer force, up to a moderate 
number, that might be hastily recruited 
to complete the organisation of any army 


COrPS" MILITIA ORGANIZATION. 


Attached to the headquarters, also, the 
report declares there should be stationed 
a young and active officer of the regular 
army, whose duty it would be to Instruct 
and direct the mllltla organisations In the 
corps district. 
Such a_n officer. It Is 
pointed out, could issue no orders to the 
mllltla, but It Is declared he should be 
given1 power to supervise the equipment 
and instruction of the volunteer troops 
of his district and be held responsible 
for their mobilization and general con- 
mtlon. 


It Is proposed to submit the adop- 


tion of such a plan to the governor* 
of the several States. If the State* 
announce their willingness to co- 
operate with the War 
Department 


steps will be taken toward putting 
the plan into action. 


REARRANGEMENT OF POSTS. 


The matter of a general rearrangement 


of the various army posts occupies a 
prominent place in the report. The Sec- 
retary of War expresses his conviction 
that, as now situated, the army nosts 
do not meet the requirements of the ser- 
vice, many of them being isolated and 
dlCClcult of access. ^ 


The majority of these posts, he point* 
out. sprang Into existence because In the 
early days of tho West the regular army 
was largely used for the protection of 
settlers from the Indians. The Indians 
have long since ceased to be a menace 
to the whites, and the posts have out- 
lived their usefulness. The army auth- 
orities now set forth that tactical and 
strategical necessities require the locat- 
ing of such army headquarters near the 
large cities. In close proximity to centers 
of transportation, and with a view to co- 
operation with the mllltla. 


CHANGES STATIONS. 


"Hence, the three requirements," 


*ay« Secretary Dickinson, "economy,* 
possibility ef rapid 
movement and 


training of the mllltla—would all be 
met In the most effective manner If 
the troops were stationed In or near 
the principal cities; and this I* the 
course which the General staff be- 
lieve* should be pursued." 
During the fiscal year three S-lnch 


28 rapid-fire guns were added to 
sea coast defenses ef the United State* 
It Is also declared that the coast de- 
fense* la the country"* . 
ton* are ta * terww* atate «f 


tion, special mention Is made of the In- 
creasing 
efficiency 
in 
marksmanship 
shown by the men who nerves the guns 
In the sea coast batteries and also In 
the field artillery of the army. Praise 
also Is given the men of the regular 
army for excellent records made with 
small arms. 


FAVORS AEROPLANE. 


Among-a great number of other mat- 
ters touched upon In the report. Secre- 
tary Dickinson speaks briefly but ap- 
provingly of the aeroplans and dirigible 
balloon as engines of war. He adds, 
however, that because of tlie necessity 
for retrenchment he will submit no plea 
to Congress this. year for an appropria- 
tion to admit of the purchase of a proper 
aeronautical equipment for the army. He 
adds, however, that "the fact must be 
recognized that all first-class' powers ex- 
cept the United 
States 
sire providing 
themselves 
systematically 
with 
aerial 
fleets, Germany and Franc? being notably 
In the lead."

Municipal Readjustment. 


Naturally enough, the readjustment of the ad- 


ministrative affairs of Oakland, as a result of the 
annexation, election, will take time. There is 
however, nothing perplexing in the situation. Every 
department in the city government understood 
thoroughly what would be required of it in the 
event of the success'of annexation. Now that has 
been accomplished, each department is prepared to 
adjust itself to the new conditions. 


The more complicated features of the new situa- 


tion involve merely a question of bookkeeping and 
disposition of the revenues to conform with 
the 


special obligations of the several sanitary, school 
and Lbrary districts which have incurred a bondec 
indebtedness for the carrying out of their improve 
ments. Special accounts will be opened in their 
cases, just as was done in the case of .other dis 
tricts previously annexed in which bonds for specia 
public improvements had been voted, and as will be 
done in regard to the indebtedness incurred by the 
city as it existed on the day when the issuance o 
bonds was authorized for the building of wharves 
and docks on the water-front and the erection of a 
new city hall and a fire and police telegraph build- 
ing. 


The physical changes in equipment and the 


exercise of departmental jurisdiction, service anc 
administration are simply a work of expansion on 
similar lines to those which have long been in 
operation here, the only difference now being that 
it will be on a much larger scale. 


But it is already plain that the administration is 


fully equal to every demand that will be made upon 
it. Nothing has been overlooked by it. In the rough, 
the plans were prepared in advance in anticipation 
of annexation. When the official 
announcement 


is made next Monday night that annexation is an 
accomplished fact the 
municipal forces will all 


move into the new territory to perform their re- 
spective functions. 


Asquith Defies the Lords. 


Premier Asquith announced in the House of 


Commons' yesterday that he would move a resolu- 
tion today that the action of the House of Lords 
'n refusing to pass the budget was a breach of the 
constitution'and an usurpation of the rights of the 
House of Commons. In moving the resolution he 
will traverse the question of the respective privi- 
leges of the two houses of parliament and state in 
detail the government's intentions. But, what is 
more significant is the announcement which he 
made that he will also fix the day on which parlia- 
ment will be prorogued, which will probably be 


f next Friday. 


Proroguing parliament is a Very different pro- 


position from dissolving it. To prorogue it means 
merely to adjourn the session over the Christmas 
holidays, not to dissolve it and call a general elec- 
hon, Lansdowne and his supporters in the House 
of Lords hoped through the grounds on which 
they rejected the budget to force dissolution and 
the holding of a general election in which the bud- 
get alone would be the issue of the campaign. Had 
the move been successful it would have been at 
least a half triumph and the question of reorgan* 
izing or abolishing the House of Lords would have 
a chance of being obscured, if not wholly side- 
tracked. 
The premier refuses to walk into the 


trap; but retaliates by attacking the peers for vio- 
lating the constitution; and, on the basis of that 
violation he is probably prepared to deliver a stag- 
gering counter-blow to the House of Lords which 
will bring that body quickly to terms. Whatever 
his plans are and \vhatever form the conflict be- 
tween the Commons and the Lords now takes, it 
is a foregone conclusion that the Commons will 
finally triumph. It may be that Asquith will force 
the King's hand by calling upon him to 'create 
enough Jife Lords to enable the Commons to re- 
refer the budget to the upper house and insure its 
passage there. 


Several districts in the im'ning counties of this 


State are proving that "the days of gold" are still 
here. In sinking a shaft ten feet deep on the crop- 
pings of a ledge in the Alleghany district, in Sierra 
county, H. L. Johnson' "the Father of Alleghany," 
extracted ore recently which netted $16,000, $12,- 
000 being obtained m milling and $4,000 from the 
sale of specimen ore. 
Having satisfied himself 


that the ore body is a regular pay chute, Johnson 
is now running a long tunnel to tap the ledge at a 
low level. Much of the rock t iken out of the shaft 
•went $40 to the pound. In Calaveras county the 
reopening of a long abandoned gravel mine which 
had been operated on the channel of one of the 
buried dead nvers, pay dirt yielding from $2 to 
$22 to the pan has been uncovered and the ground 
for miles along this old river bed is said to be in 
its virgin state. When such rich developments 
ire being made, and many of them have occurred 
this year, California is far from being a worked- 
out gold field. 


A lot of people who professed to be enamored 


.with the tax on corporations -when the tariff bill 
was under consideration are not finding its work- 
ings as attractive as they supposed. Little as well 
as big corporations are caught in the net, and hav- 
ing to make a showdown of their business is prov- 
ing somewhat disagreeable to a number of corpo- 
ration managers v, ho did not stop to consider how 
they would be affected, 


For Eastern Christmas Market. 


This year the orangeries of Northern and Cen- 


tral California have supplied the Eastern- markets 
with ripe fruit for the Christmas trade long before 
the crop of the groves of the southern counties was 
ready to pick and ship. Oranges have been on the 
road overland from Placer, Butte, Tulare, Sacra- 
mento and other northern and central counties for 
several weeks past Indeed, it is doubtful whether 
any of the oranges produced in the southern coun- 
ties will toe fit to pick and ship to market for sev- 
eral weeks to come. 


The Oroville Register reported several days ago 


that one-third of the crop in the Thermalito and 
Palermo orange groves 
had been packed and 


shipped East; and, before the present storm set in, 
the growers and packers were quite hopeful of be- 
ing able to start the bulk of what remained son the 
trees on the way to the Eastern markets in time 
for the Christmas trade. 


In previous years the orange growers have been 


somewhat handicapped by a shortage of white 
labor. W. P. Hammond, one of the largest growers 
in Palermo, solved the problem this year by erect- 
ing and furnishing on the premises comfortable 
quarters for his employes. As a result he found 
it easy to get and retain all of the white laborers 
he needed to pick and care for the fruit. His ex- 
perience demonstrates that the chief difficulty in 
the way of obtaining suitable white labor to har- 
vest crops centers in the poor accommodations 
which the average California farmer and fruit- 
grower provides for his hired help. Orientals put 
up with anything provided for them—the tent in 
the open field or any rickety shack that serves for 
a covering between them and the sky. 


But in taking advantage of the early ripening of 


the oranges this year and properly utilizing the op- 
portunities they possess to reach the Eastern mar- 
kets, the Northern and Central California orange 
growers have stolen a march on those in the south- 
ern counties, and reaped a rich harvest in conse- 
quence. And the lesson which they have learned 
and put into practice this year so profitably will not 
be forgotten in future. Their conquest of the East- 
ern Christmas trade has been complete. 


The Spanish Premier has been moved to intro- 


duce reforms in the administration of the munici- 
palities of the country, which are of a sweeping 
character and will go far, if passed by the Cortes, 
toward removing some of the most serious of the 
popular grievances which brought about the recent 
uprisings in Catalonia and the riots in Barcelona. 
The bill which Premier Moret has published in the 
Official Gazette provides for the emancipation of 
the municipalities from the central authority at 
Madrid and confers self-government on each local 
community. During the administration of Premier 
Maura an effort was vainly made to secure the 
passage of a similar measure through the Cortes. 
The Moret bill is much more liberal than Maura's, 
riowever, and as it greatly pleases the Catalonians 
and the local communities affected by it, the 
fortes will in all probability pass it, as a means of 
restoring peace throughout the kingdom. 


The first skirmish in the war inaugurated by the 


Republican insurrectos came off in Chicago on No- 
vember 23d, when Wm. J. Moxley, regular Repub- 
ican, was elected to Congress by 6000 plurality over 
Carl Barnes, a Republican insurgent. F. S. Ryan, 
the Democratic candidate, ran behind Barnes, who 
lad the support of nearly all the newspapers in 
he city. Speaker Cannon was made the issue, 
and frantic appeals were made by the Tribune, 
he Record-Herald, the Daily News and the Even- 
ng Post to elect Barnes. Yet the vote was light 
and the defeat of the insurgents overwhelming. 
The combined vote for Barnes and the Democratic 
:andidate was only a few more than the vote cast 
or the Democratic candidate alone at the regular 
election last year. Speaker Cannon responded to 
he attacks on him by going into the district and 
making a speech for Moxley, hence the result is 
n the nature of a personal triumph for Uncle Joe.

Indebtedness, Including Interest, aggre- 
gates »S68,000, which Von Loben Bels de- 
nies 
The Union holds two notes from 


Von Loben Sels. one for »1«0,000, the other 
for U28.000. 
. 
That this San Francisco Savings union 


through Lovell White, one of Its officials, 
promised to accept the net proflts, of the 
land owned to P. J. Von toben Bels at 
Vorden as payment of the Interest on a 
trust deed and also promised not to fore- 
close on the land for five years, was th* 
testimony of Von Ix>ben Sels gl^en In 
the trial of this suit before Judge Shields. 


The deed of trust or contract by which 


Von Loben Sels bought the land does 
not say anything about payments with' 
the net proflts of the land, but Von Loben 
Sels contends that the Intention of the 
parties In accepting the contract Was that 
such a method of payment should be 
followed. DEAL WITH WHITE, 


The plaintiff 
testified before Judge 


Shields that he had told Loyell White 
before tho agreement Was signed that he 
wanted to pay on the note with the -net 
proflts from the land and was willing 
to turn over the entire receipts and work 
for nothing. The prop08'*!0" was accept^ 
able to \VWte, and plaintiff thought It 
was understood when the subsequent 
agreement was signed. What should have 
represented the first payment under this 
understanding was' swept away by th8 
floods of tho following spring. 
• This testimony was admitted over the 
strenuous objections of Attorneys Garrett 
McEnerney and P. D. Madison of Bin 
Francisco, who contended that the con- 
tract Is the best evidence of any Intention 
the. parties had. Attorneys Hiram John;

Great Benefit to Pupils Who 


Leave in the Early 


Grades 


BF.RKELF.T, Dec. i—Although the lo- 


jal Board 
of Education 
has taken no 


iction on the rerommenJatlon' of F. F. 
Bunker, superintendent of schools, on the 
proposed reorganization of the school sys- 
tem of this city*as outlined In his formal 
report made Tuesday evening. It Is more 
than probable the board will decide to 
make the change and haye^it made early 
In the coming year. Mr. Bunker's plan 
wflfrelleve the hlch school building of 
the ninth grade pupils, numbering some 
100, 
and greatlv lessen the congestion 


that now prevails. 


The matter msky come up for action it 
the meetin? of the board next Tuesday 
evening, although it is more likely that 
no definite action will be taken until the 
meeting tho week following, as the hoard 
wishes the proposition thoroughly thought 
over bv the citizens of this city. When 
tlie board does artopt tho -ecommendation 
steps will bp Immediately taken to ef- 
fect the reorganization. 
THREE DIVISIONS. 
Mr. Bunker's plan divides the school 
system into three divisions and will be of 
vast benefit to those pupils who are in- 
clined to drop out early in life. It makes 
the first sK years compulsory, and in that 
time the pupil is given a good, practical 
understanding of reading, writing, arith- 
metic, civil government, sanitation and 
hyglenr. The second division will com- 
prise the 
seventh,

All of his business inter- 
ests are here and when he left it was 
only for a six weeks' pleasure trip.' 


District Attorney Langdon, when inter- 


viewed after the meeting, said: 


"I feel much elated over the state- 


ment of Tom Gallagher that his brother 
will return within six we,eks, and I am 
almost confident that he will do so. 


Langdon declared that Gallagher had 


not even In the vaguest way hinted at 
the present whereabouts of the much- 
wanted witness.
